There was quite a movement on the 
Democratic side of the senate yester­ 
day to Insure a firm stand for free bur­ 
laps, cotton bagging, floor m atting, cot­ 
ton ties, etc., placed on the free list in 
the senate, and to hold w hite pine a t $1 
per 1,000 feet. This was because of the 
report, which w as authenticated, th a t 
the committee had tentatively agreed 
to restore the |2 rate on w hite pine and 
to restore the other articles mentioned 
to the dutiable list. These changes were 
m ade in the senate by m ajorities ran g ­ 
ing from 1 to 5 votes, and the sup­ 
porters of the senate action expressed 
th e opinion th a t they would be able to 
hold all the votes for a motion to reject 
the conference report th a t were original­ 
ly cast for the am endm ents. To do this 
they would have to m ake sure not only 
of M cEnery's vote but of some Repub­ 
lican votes, as C arter and Hansbrough. 
The problem bids fair to develop an in­ 
teresting situation in the senate if the 
com m ittee on conference adheres to its 
present determ ination w ith rgard to 
these articles.

Senate with Morgan'» Help Find« Some 
thing to TmIIc Aimiit. 
^ 


Washington, July 13.—A discussion of 
Uni^n Pacific railroad affairs occupied 
the attention of the senate yesterday. 
The deficiency appropriation bill was tak­ 
en up early In the day and Morgan pro­ 
posed an amendment deigned to pre­ 
vent the consummation of an agree­ 
ment made some time since for the set­ 
tlement of 
the government’s claims 
against 
the 
road. 
Morgan 
spoke 
throughout the day. severely arraigning 
the Pacific railroad managers. Later 
the entire subject was disposed of by th« 
withdrawal of the paragraph to which 
Morgan had offered his amendment. The 
deficiency appropriation 
bill waa not 
completed up to the time of adjourn­ 
ment. 


Morgan's amendment was that no part 
of the sinking fund of the Union Pacific 
Railroad company held In the treasury 
of the United States shall be used In 
pursuance of any ^agreement between 
the president of the United States or 
any ofticer of the United States and 
Louis Fitssgerald, chairman of the re­ 
organization committee of the Union 
Paciflc Railroad company, or any other 
company or corporation. Morgan spoke 
at length In support of the amendment, 
saying that the pending agreement be­ 
tween the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment and the Union Pacific reorgan­ 
ization committee was flagrant disre­ 
gard of law, amounting to 
robbery, 
which when fully understood would 
caufe'e amazement among the American 
people. 
At one stage of his remarks 
Morgan referred to the house not being 
in session today, and was reminded by 
Gear that the house would be in session 
today. 
» 


‘‘I am delighted to hear that congress 
will not be running on one wheel,” pro­ 
ceeded Morgan, "and I invite the a t­ 
tention of the house to the fact that by 
adopting this amendment it can save 
$30,000,000 to the government which oth­ 
erwise the government will be robbed of, 
These are strong-words, but I use them 
knowing what they mean. Let congress 
adjourn without taking hold of this 
transaction and the United States gov-, 
ernment will lose 130,000,000 and the peo 
pie wil lose God knows how much in the 
future." Morgan severely criticised the 
pie will lose God konws how much in the 
tlon committee. 


Morgan made an extended legal argu* 
ment to show that the Union Paciflc 
railroad property could not be sold with 
out the consent of congress. Thurston 
took exception to Morgan's *clalm that 
the government's Hen was not confined 
lo the ilded portion of the road, but em 
hmced sit Its property whether eUled or 
hot.

It haa been atated that three persona 
out of every five in this country who 
have attained the àge of 40 yeara are 
more or less deaf in one or both cara. 
A large proportion of this deafness ia 
caused by catarrh, and medical treat­ 
ment for dilficulty of hearing is usually 
directed to'the catarrhal source. In Eu­ 
rope much of the deafness is hereditary. 
Dr. James Kerr Love of Glasgow re­ 
cently read a paper on deafness before 
the Royal society of Edinburgh, from 
which it appears that congenital deaf­ 
ness may be either hereditary in the di­ 
rect line or in collateral branches, and 
that it depends ou not one, but many 
anatomical defects. Intermarriage of 
deaf persons perpetuates but does not 
acceutuute tho tendency of deafness. 
The hearing brothors aud sisters of deaf 
mutes are as likely to have deaf mute 
offspring as if they had been deaf mutes 
themselves, Cousauguiuity of parents 
emphasizes family clefects, aud in this 
way mauy cases of cougeuital deafness 
occur. Cue of the most siugular poiuts 
of Dr. Love’s paper was the assertiou 
that tiie state had the right to coutroi 
tho marriau«^^ of x^cikous belougiug to 
families badly tainted \vith deafuess.

George V. N. Lotlirt»|i, Wlio IVan Once Min­ 
uter to Hniuiii». 


Detroit, July 13.—George Van Ness 
Lothrop, who died In this city yesterday 
morning as the sequel of prostration a 
week ago by the heat, was one of the 
most distlnguilkhed men of Michigan and 
hla career was In every way a credible 
one. 
He first entered the Wolverine 
State when about 12 years of age and 
began life In the w'est on a farm owned 
by his brother in Kalamazoo county. 
For years he did all the rough work, 
and laid the foundation of the sturdy 
constitution, that 
had 
carried 
him 
through eighty years of hard intellect­ 
ual lal)or. 
Graduating in law, he set­ 
tled in Detroit In 1843 and rapidly rose 
to a high position In hla profesglon. 


He was never so very conspicuous or 
prominent In politics, preferring to de 
vote his attention almost entirely to le­ 
gal work. At one time he ran for con­ 
gress. but was defeated, and In 1860 led 
the Michigan delegation to the Charles­ 
ton national convention, in which he 
voted for Douglas. He was the principal 
American diplomat at Ht. Petersburgdur- 
Ing the first Cleveland administration. 
Mr. Lothrop retired from the practice of 
law' In 1876 and since that time had lived 
In retirement. He leaves two sons and 
two daughters living. One of the latter 
is the wife of Baron Honue, and lives at 
St. Petersburg.

ILilkelyTo Be Trouble OverTheae. 


There w as quite a movement on the 
Democratic side of the senate yester­ 
day to Insure a firm stand for free bur­ 
laps, cotton'bagging, floor m atting, cot­ 
ton ties, etc., placed on the free list In 
the senate, and to hold w^hite pine a t |1 
per 1,000 feet. This was because of the 
report, which was authenticated, th at 
the committee had tentatively agreed 
to restore the 12 rate on white pine and 
to restore the other articles mentioned 
to the dutiable list. These changes were 
m ade In the senate by m ajorities ran g ­ 
ing from 1 to 5 votes, and the sup­ 
porters of CTlie senate action expressed 
th e opinion th a t they would be able to 
hold all the votes for a motion to reject 
the conference report th a t were original­ 
ly cast for the am endm ents. To do this 
they would have to m ake sure not only 
of M cEnery’s vote but of some Repub­ 
lican votes, as C arter and H ansbrough. 
The problem bids fair to develop an in­ 
teresting situation in the »enate if tlie 
committee on conference adheres to its 
present determ ination w ith rgard to 
these articles. 


A|(ree on No Important Matter. 


In fact, as things are now, it appears 
th a t the conferrees are aw ay apart on 
all m atters of im portance. 
The minor 
m atters were easily adjusted, but on ail 
Im portant features there has been no 
agi'cement, and the outlook Is th at sev­ 
eral reports will have to be made before 
an adjustm ent can be reached. 
The 
house conferrees are standing solidly by 
their bill, and the senate conferrees are 
no less tenacious. The senate conferrees 
have laid before the house members the

report.

W ashington, July 13.—A discussion of 
Union Pacific railroad affairs occupied 
the attention of the senate yesterday. 
The deflclencyappropriation bill was tak­ 
en up early in the day and Morgan pro­ 
posed an amendment designed to pre­ 
vent the consummation of an agree­ 
m ent made some time since for the set­ 
tlement of 
the 
governm ent's 
claim i 
against 
the 
road. 
Morgan 
spoke 
throughout the day, severely arraigning 
the Pacihc 
railroad m anagers. 
Later 
the entire subject was disposed of by the 
w ithdraw al of the paragraph to which 
Morgan had offered his amendment. The 
deficiency appropriation 
bill w as not 
completed up to the time of adjourn­ 
ment. 


M organ's amendment was th at no part 
of the sinking fund of the Union Pacific 
Railroad company held In the treasury 
of the United States shall be used 
in 
pursuance of any agreem ent between 
the president of the United States or 
any ofllcer of the United 
States and 
Louis Fitzgerald, chairm an of the re­ 
organization committee of the Union 
Pacific Railroad company, or any other 
company or corporation. Morgan spoke 
at length in support of the amendment, 
saying th at the pending agreem ent be­ 
tween the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment and the Union Pacific reorgan­ 
ization committee was flagrant disie-

It has been stated tbat three persons 
out of every five in this country who 
have attained the age of 40 years are 
more or less deaf in one or both ears. 
A large proportion of this deafness is 
caused by catarrh, and medical treat­ 
ment for difficulty of hearing is usually 
directed to tiie catarrhal source. In Eu­ 
rope much of thé deafness is hereditary. 
Dr. James Kerr Love of Glasgow re­ 
cently read a paper ou deafness before 
the Royal society of Edinburgh, from 
which it appears tbat congenital deaf­ 
ness may bo either hereditary in the di­ 
rect line or in collateral branches, and 
that it depends ou not one, but many 
anatomical defects. Intermarriage of 
deaf persons perpetuates but does not 
accentuate the tendency of deafness. 
The bearing brothers and sisters of deaf 
mutes are as likely to have deaf mute 
offnpring as if they had been deaf mutes 
themselves. Consanguinity of parents 
emphasizes family defects, and in this 
way many cases of congenital deafness 
occur. One of the most singular points 
of Dr. Love’s paper was the assertion 
that the state had the right to control 
the marriage of persons belonging to 
families badly tainted with deafness. 


Ancleut Touibiitoue«. 


The custom of inscribing upon tomb­ 
stones was in vogue among the Greeks 
and Romans, The Greeks only did this, 
however, in the ease of their illustrious 
men, but when a Roman died he was 
duly buried near a highway, and on his 
tombstone was carved a suitable inscrip­ 
tion, which in the majority of cases be­ 
gan with “ Sta, viator*' (stop, traveler).

At one time he ran for con­ 
gress. but was defeated, and In 1860 led 
the Michigan delegation to the Charles­ 
ton national convention. In which he 
voted for Douglas. He was the principal 
American diplomat at St. Petersburgdur- 
ing the first Cleveland administration. 
Mr. Lothrop retired from the practice of 
law In 1876 and since that time had lived 
In retirem ent. 
He leaves two sons and 
two daughters living. One of the latter 
Is the wife of Baron Honue, and lives at 
St. Petersburg.
